hr the distance between the opposing 
arm ies is great. 
The bulk of the 
Russian forces, the dispatch a ids, has 
not yet passed the Y'alu river.

Petersburg 
correspondent 
says 
that 
the 
military 
authorities 
were startled by the attempt of the 
Japanese to land in Helena bay, as 
the nearest Russian force that could 
have been used against them consist­ 
ed of three rifle regiments at New 
Chwang 
The weather having hinder­

measures are now being adopted to 
prevent such a descent. 
Among the other devices adopted 
has been the concentration of troops 
at Foo Chow, twenty-two miles south 
of Helena bay.

a general deficiency bill. 
Unobjected 
bills on the calendar were taken up 
today and further consideration may 
be given to Senator Fairbanks' bill 
providing for a new department build­ 
ing in this city. 


IN THE HOUSE 


Southampton. Mar. 21.—The Amer­ 
ican Line steam ship New York, Capt. 
Young, from New York March 12 for 
Plymouth. Cherbourg and Southam p­ 
ton, came into collision in the Eng­ 
lish channel Sunday with the Peninsu­ 
lar and Oriental steam ship Assave, 
under contract to the British govern­ 
ment and used as a troop ship, bound 
for Bombay with 500 troops on board. 
Both vessels were able to enter South­ 
ampton, and the New York was dock­ 
ed for tem porary repairs. 
Nobody 
was injured. 
It will he impossible to 
estim ate the dam age to the New York 
until she has been put into dry dock. 
It Is believed that both vessels have 
been somewhat seriously injured. 
An­ 
other troopship will replace the As- 
saye.
